m The Demoulas law suit against the 
Town of Wilmington over taxes has 
been settled, with Demoulas winning 
a substantial rebate. The Demoulas 
organization is the owner of dozens of 


shopping centers in Essex and 
Middlesex counties. 

Demoules was asking for a $25,000 
rebate from Wilming‘on, for the tax 
year 1978-79, and another $25,000 for 
the tax year 1979-80. The selectmen 
agreed in the Appellate Tax Court in 
Boston, the town counsel, to 
settle for $17,000 a’ year. 

The Tregor case, in Boston, was the 
key to the decisions. That was a 
decision, by the Supreme Judicial 
Court, over Boston assessing prac- 
tices. The court held in that case, that 
the applicable tax rate in any com- 
munity had to be the average rate for 
the most commonly held class of

A community in Massachusetts has 
only one alternative to adhering to the 
ruling of the Tregor case, and that is 
to have all property and 
taxed at 100 per cent valuation. To 
tax at 100 per cent value is not easy. 

Historically all communities in 
Massachusetts musi tax at 100 per 
cent of value, ever since the 
Springfield case of about 20 years ago. 

Tt was after that case that 
Wilmington assessors brought the 
town to 100 per cent . Wilmington had 
good reason to be proud of itself - the 
first community in Massachusetts to 
be at 100 per cent valuation. 

But over the years Wilmington 
learned a hard lesson. Other towns 
did not conform to that decision or to 
others, and they received, from the 
state, a higher percentage of state 
aid. State aid, of course, is assistance 
in various forms from the state 
treasury to the communities.

Donald Moore of the Crossroads 
Detective Agency at 792 Main St., 
Tewksbury, pointed out during an 
interview. “It’s not like you see on the 
Rockford Files. I'll tell you, if we 
broke as many laws as he does we'd 
be in jail!” 

The experiences of Moore, a New 
Hampshire resident, and his partner, 
Robert Kerber, from Tewksbury, are 
not as , perhaps, as Mr. Rock- 
ford’s,-but they are not without their 
moments of anticipation and reward 
either - like finding clues to solve a 
murder case; discovering missing 
Persons, sometimes heirs to fortunes; 
citing paecoren to cieacaniie who 

ny goods, 

Evens consid ler ourselves as 
providing a valuable community 
service,” Moore says. “We're called 
the Crossroad Detective Agency 
because people come to us when they 
reach a crossroad in a particular 
problem. Many times, when no one 
og can belo them, they come to see 


e good example is the Kathy 
MacDonald hit and run case, which 
Crossroad has been working on for 
about a year, 

As many readers will remember, 
16-year-old Kathy MacDonald of 
‘Tewksbury was struck and killed by a 
hit and run driver on Rogers Street in 
1975, The police haven't been able to 
find out who was driving the pickup 
truck, so the MacDonalds hired 
Crossroad to try and find out. ‘The 
Tewksbury police are usually very 
cooperative with us in our cases, and 
this is no exception,"’ Moore says. 

When Crossroad finished compiling 
data, there were 120 suspects. Now, 
through questioning witne: 
(sometimes under hypnosis 
researching government’ motor 
vehicle files, and organizing existing 
data, that suspect list has been 
narrowed to 55. 

Moore said that at this point they 
suspect that the pickup was either a 
blue or green '73 Ford and that it 
carried a pump used for lubricating, 
machinery at construction sites. 
They are also almost certain that 
there was a female passenger with 
the male driver. 

“The person should realize that 
he'll be hunted as a criminal until that 
case is solved," he said. “Somebody 
‘somewhere knows someone who had a 
truck fitting that description. We're 
hoping they will step forward. 

He labels the MacDonald case the 
hardest he’s faced since he and 
Kerber opened the Tewksbury office 
four and a-half years ago, mainly 
because they weren't assigned to the 
case until four years after the ac- 
cident. 

Most cases handled by Crossroad 
are civil torts. Basically, these are 
lawsuits filed by one individual 
against another. An example would 
be Crossroad investigating the causes 
of an automobile accident for one of 
the parties involved. 

But Crossroad provides a great 
variety of services in other areas as 
well, These include interstate in- 
vestigation-for attorneys, businesses, 
and individuals; larceny; fraud; 


homicied; industrial lonage and 
sabotage; courier protection 
service; pre-investment” research; 


estate and land research; and 
missing persons. 

Conspicuous from its absence from 
this list is divorce cases. “It's another 
one of those myths connected with 
private detectives that we run around 
trailing soar) Lesher Moore 
Says. “Most respect agencies 
don't touch them. We just don’t think 
it's morally right. Who knows.

To aid them in their operation, 
Moore and Kerber employ three other 
full-time private investigators, 20 or 
so part-time agents, and an un- 
determined number of consultants. 

The difference between an in- 
vestigator and an agent is that an 
investigator is thoroughly trained to 
handle a case from the beginning to 
the end; whereas an agent is assigned 
to certain cases that fit his or her 
particular ex) . 

For example, Crossroad may have 
a waitress go undercover in a 
restaurant to find 
ployeewants to make some money on 
the side. Many of these agents are 
college students who major in Law 
Enforcement. 

Consultants are experts in different 
fields who provide Crossroad with 
technical information, such as in the 
areas of ballistics, engineering, 


medicine, metallurgy, etc. 
Moore said Crossroad handles 


. about 100 cases a year. The average 


fee is from $20 to $35 per hour, plus 
expenses and consulting fees, but can 
Go into the thousands of dollars in 
more complex cases. 

Most of their business comes from 
word of mouth and repeat clients. “If 
you survive the first year, you're 
okay," Moore says. “What you really 
have to show is that you're in- 
novative, imaginative, and have 
respect for your clients’ time and 


money.”

agencies went out of business in 
Massachusetts last year. Most of 
these he describes as “fly by 
night"operations, which aren't 
willing to pay the money to hire 
qualified agents. 

One reason for the existence of so 
many fly by nighters, Moores says, is 
that Massachusetts isn’t strict enough 


requirements. 

Massachusetts law requires a #00 
yearly licensing fee for detective 
agencies. Also, the head of each 
agency must have three year's ex- 
perience as an investigator, either 
with a private agency, the military, or 
the police; and he must undergo an 
investigation to prove he doesn't have 
a criminal record. 


Moore would like to see these 
regulations apply to all private in- 
vestigators, not just agency peace, 
mainly to ensure that none of them 
fave criminal backgrounds. 

Both Kerber and Moore studied 
Law Enforcement at Northeastern 
University. Kerber also served with 
the U.S. military intgovernment 
before becoming a private in- 
vestigator 12 years ago. 

Now they service clients from all 
over the United States and sometimes 


there; but Corbin’s life insurance 
company had its doubts and hired 
Crossroad to try and find him.

According to Moore, one of the 
biggest problems facing private in- 


vestigators today is the privacy laws. 


More and more public records that 
were once public information are now 
unavailable to the public, like some 


kept by the Registry of Motor 
Vehicles. Adding to the dilemma is 
that most government clerks find the 
privacy laws very confusing and 
contradictory, so to be on the safe side 
they often prevent anyone from 
looking at the information. 
“A real irony is that the head of a 
detective agency cannot legally 
into whether or not a 
prospective employee has a criminal 
record or not," he says. 

“And, of course, we're not allowed 
to use electronic surveillance 
(wiretapping) iD what 
may suspect,” Moore is quick to add. 

The-most exciting cases he's 
worked on? 
For him it’s perhaps the once much- 


publicized Corbin case of three and a- © 


half years ago. Corbin, a Worcester 
lawyer, dropped out of sight after 
going to Martha's Vineyard. It was 
thought by some that he drowned

For hundreds of years people of all 
races and religions have been fighting 
for their own kind of freedom. As far 
back as Columbus and Hernando 
Cortez who enslaved the Aztecs in 
Mexico, Four hundred years later 
black South Americans were brought 
to America packed in ships like 
sardines in a can. Many tried to 
escape but failed. 

Then one black woman named 
Harriet Fullman escaped to the north. 
She made about 20 trips back into 
the deep south to save slaves. 
She founded the Underground 
railroad which was a connection of 
different people, black and white, 
hekping slaves along to up north 
giving them food and shelter along the 
way. She freed hundreds of slaves but 
not enough. Each day more children 
were born into slayery while others 
were dying. She was still helpful to 
the fortunate and was called the 
“Moses” of her time. She was born in 
Maryland in 1826 and died in 1913 and 
was buried in Ohil with full military 
honors.

He began campaigns in his home 
town of Montgomery, Alabama where 
all teh blacks the buses.

The buses wouldn’t change 
the rules about blacks having to sit in 
teh back of the bus, : 

After a year and a half of boycotting 
the boycott ended and blacks could sit 
with whites on the buses.

He kept 
fighting. 

He had marches on cities. He was 
arr@ted around 30 times and stoned, 
stabbed, etc. He marched in the cit 
of Memphis and he organized a 
to Washington, where he would give 
his “I have adream" speech.

That 
was the tragic end of Dr. King’s quest. 
His assassin confessed and it was 
James Earl Ray. Three days later 
Dr. King returned to h “Heavenly 
home.”
